Miss Bradley Identified. 

J. M, Littlepage, Austin chief of 
police, said Miss Bradley had been 
identified as the girl bandit by S. 
A. Jamison and Raymend Howe, 
cashier and bookkeeper, respectively, 
at the bank, who were the victims 
of the holdup. 

The girl was rushed to San Marcos, 
south of here, in the county in which 
the robbery occurred to forestall 
habeas corpus proceedings filed in 
the distriet court here by her mother, 
Mrs. Grace E. Bradley. The pro- 


ceedings were dismissed late tonight 
when the court was informed that 
Miss Bradley had been formally 
charged with robbery in Hays county

He charged that reliable informa- 
tion indicated that off’ ‘als of the 
Mexican government were outfitting 
a vessel which, with an armed expedi- 
tion, would proceed shortly to Nica- 
ragua under the escort of Mexican gun- 
boats to make war against his gov-

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New York, December 11.—New 
York, the New Jersey coast and soutb- 
ern New England shifted into low 
gear today as a dense fog, intensified 
by smoke, added new hazards to the 
speed with which this section usually 
races through its last business day of 
the week, 

Street cars, elevated trains and mo- 
tors crept through the mid-day and late 
afternoon darkness with their head- 
lights making only a dim blur in the 
heavy pall of fog which had turned 
day into night. 

Weather bureau observers ascribed 
the phenomenon to a lack of wind. 
Smoke from the New Jersey side rolled 
across the river and mixed with the 
fog and until sundown there was not 
enough breeze to clear the atmosphere. 

Incoming ships dropped anchor in 
the bay off Staten Island and waited 
for the air to clear before attempting 
to dock. Ferries and tugs set up a 
bediam of foghorns and sirens.

[In its report it says that “during 
recent years complainants at Atlanta 
and Moultrie have found it necessary 
to buy a large part of their supplies, 
gael hogs, in western markets, 
Phe reason given is a rapid decline 
in that commercial supply in the 
Southeast. The necessity of going to 
the western tharkets occasioned their 
complaints. Complainants also seek 
a reduction in the rates from Chicago 
fo as tv make th:' murket available 
to buyers in the southeast.” This last 
sentence refers to complaints by the 
Chicago Live Stock Exchange and 
Swift & Co., of Chicago. 

These complaints and the action of 
the commission to satisfy them should 
be a stimulus to the cattle and hog 
producers of Georgia especially.. It 
is neither logical nor economie for 
Georgia's packing in<ustry to have te 
import beef cattle and hogs from 
Texas, Oklahoma, Nebraska and oth- 
er western supply depots. The graz- 
ing lands and farms.of Georgia could 
not only easily supply all home de- 
mands but capture some large place 
in the export trade.

Planning Suit 
For Divorce

Hollywood. Calif., December 11.— 
Mrs. Lita Grey Chaplin next week 
will file suit for divorce and custody 
of their two children against Charles 
S. Chaplin, millionaire moving pic- 
ture comedian. 

Mrs. Chaplin’s counsel, Attorneys 
George Beebe and Edwin McMurray, 
made public the following statement 
after a conference tonight with their 
client and her mother, Mrs. Lillian 
Spicer. 

“Mrs. Chaplin will file suit for di- 
voree and custody of her babies im- 
mediately. Negotiations pending have 
failed to result in any reasonable or 
adequate proposal on Mr, Chaplin's 
part for support, maintenance and 
education. He has refused to relieve 
their present inconvenience and neces- 
sity. He has even made it a condi- 
tion of setflement that she give up 
her youngest baby. This, Mrs, Chap- 
lin positively will not consent to un- 
der any conditions, 

“Tt remains to be seen whether or 
not his apparent concern for posses- 
sion of one of the babies is merely for 
effect.” 

The statement was signed by At- 
torneys Beebe and McMurray. Ef- 
forts to communicate. the statement 
to Chaplin and to Chaplin’s lawyer, 
Loyd Wright, of Los Angeles, were 
met with the statement that both were 
out of the city. 

Mrs. Chaplin announced her de- 
termination to file divorce papers aft- 
er rejecting a money proposition 
which her lawyers termed “inade- 
quate.” Chaplin’s proposal was sub- 
mitted by Loyd Wright, Chaplin's at- 
torney, this morning.

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1867 City Directory Recalls 
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When Choice Wines, Liquors and “Segars” Were Sold 


Postbellum Days in Atlanta 


BY PAUL STEVENSON. 


Days when Atlanta was a struggling 
little city of less than 20,000 popu- 
lation and the first postbellum days of 
the sixties when the foundations of 
the present southern metropolis were 
laid are brought to mind in a perusal 
of the first city directory ever pub- 
lished, a copy of which is owned by 
John C. Whitner, pioneer business 
man. 

The directory was compiled in Janu- 
ary, 1867 by V. T. Barnwell and was 
the forerunner of the present bulky 
yolames which contain the lists of 
names of the Atlanta citizens. The 
book listed approximately 2,500 names 
and carried much other information 
concerning the little railroad junction 
city which had just emerged from a 
disastrous siege by hostile armies. 

Information coneerning various or- 
ganizations of the city, the state and 
Semele pal government commands the | 
keen Ynterest of the citizens of the | 
present day while the advertisements | 
printed in the volome reveal a state | 
of business which is pleturesque as’! 
compared to. the bustle and activity 
ef big business of the modern At- 
lanta. 


Atlanta’s First Daily. 

When the directory was pyblished 
Andrew Johnson was president of the | 
United States; Charles J. Jenkins 
was governor of Georgia; Judge 
Joseph Henry Lumpkin, of Athens 
was chief justice of the supreme 
court while Logan E. Bleckley, was 
reporter of ghe supreme court. T. G. 
Simms was postmaster of Atlanta and 
the postoffice was located at the 
corner of Broad and Alabama streets. 
aceording to the directory. 

Atlanta’s. only daily newspaper at 
the time the first directory was print- 
ed was The Intelligencer, published by | 
Jared Irwin Whitaker which was the 
forerunner of The Constitution. In) 
ifs advertisement in the directory it} 
was stated that it was “The oldest 
paper in upper Georgia.” Its subserip- 
tion price was $10 a year which is| 
more than is charged today by The 
Constitution. 

Advertisements in the directory tell 
an interesting story of the business 
conditions of that day more forcefully 
than anything else in the book. Nu-| 
merous firms took advertising space in| 
the volume but almost all the firms 
listed are no longer in existence. Out 
of all the firms the only ones in busi- 
ness nt present are the Atlanta Na- 
tional bank and the Jolin Silvey com- 
pany. Judge George H. Hillyer, 
prominent lawyer of Atlanta, was rep- 
resented in the first directory with a 
business card, ’ 

Dealers in dry goods and groceries 
were the leaders in the advertisements 
but the pages showed that even in 
that day Atlanta harbored a_ wide 
variety of business enterprises. In 
the list were the usual run of busi- 
ness houses such ‘as grocery, dry 
goods, hardware, jewelry, banks, com- 
mission merchants, wholesalers, book 
and drug stores, :' 

“Them Wuz the Days.” 

Wines and liquors of all kinds were | 
liberally adeertised in the pages of the: 
directory. George Sharo advertised, | 
“imported and domestic liquors, segars, | 
brandies, wines and whiskies. Pure | 
Kentucky, Monongahela, rye, nectar, | 
Seotch and Irish whiskies.”’ The Opera 
House saloon and restaurant adver- 
tised as a special feature that it 
operated a barbershop in the basement. 
The National hotel advertised that it 
had “a fine billiard parlor equipped 
with Phelan tables and a bar stocked 
with fine whiskies and wines.” An- 
other place well stocked with drinks) 
was “the Granite Front” saloon.

Neckin’ Unknown Art. 

Love sick swatas in those days were 
fot as forward in affairs of the heart 
as those of the present day and had 
to have recourse to an instruction 
book in this delectable science. Pro- 
fessor H. Foster Smith, in a full page 
advertisement, outlined the contents 
of his book, “Science of Love in 
Courtship and Marriage.” It showed, 
accordrag to the advertisement, “the 
philosophy of love, the principles upon 
which persons may select congenial 
companions, remedy the evils of in- 
judicious marriages, improve offspring 
and elevate humanity.” In addition 
a chapter was devoted to the subject, 
“Hlow to Grow Rich and Happy At 
Home.” The volume sold for $1.50 
and so impressed the editor of The 
Newnan Herald that he gavé it the 
followrag testimonial:

The directory printed the schedules

Names of all members of the fire 
department and the police department 
were printed. S. B. Sherwood was 
chief engineer of the fire department.

Seven Wonders of Georgia 


What are the seven natural wonders 
of Georgia? 

This inquiry was put to Miss Ella 
Mae Thornton, state librarian, this 


week by an out-of-state correspondent, 
who also requested a list of the seven 
chicf historic places of interest in the 
state. 

Upon investigation, the state librar- 
ian said she found no such lists have 
ever been officially compiled either by 
geologists or historians. She selcct- 
ed, howéver, seven natural wonders 
and seven chiefly interesting historic 
places, and forwarded a “st of them 
with the explanation that while these 
ranked high in scenic or historic 
worth, there were probably other 
points in the state of equal impor- 
tance. 


Georgia’s Seven Wonders. 

The seven wonders. selected by the 
state librarian, included Amicolola 
Falis in Dawson coun:~: the Okefino- 
kee swamp; the marble deposits in 
Pickens county; Stone mountain: the 
Tallviah River gorge; the Jekyl Island 
virgin: forests, and the Warm Springs 
in Meriwether county. 

The historie places of interest given 
by Miss Thornton were: Chicamauga 
park; Tumlin Indian mounds, near 
Cartersville; the city of Savannah: 
St. Simons Island; the University of 
Georgia; the town of Milledgeville: 
and Wormsloe ( Jones-DeRenne) 
estate near Savannah.

Regarding the seven Georgia places 
of historic interest. the state librarian 
said she selected Chicamauga park be- 
cause it was the scene of the bloodiest 
fighting of the civil war in Georgia 
and because of the many monuments 
now contained there. 

The city of Savannah. the site ‘or 
the first state capital of Georgia, is 
rich with historic monuments and 
relics of every period of the state’ 
history. 

St. Simons Island embraces the 
battle field of Bloody Marsh and the 
town of Fredrica, which was laid out 
by General Oglethorpe, founder of 
Georgia, who made his official resi- 
dence there. The :emains of an old 
colonial fort also may be seen there. 

The University of Georgia, at 
Athens, which was founded in 1785, 
is the oldest chartered state university 
in the country. 


The town of Milledgeville, capital 
city of Georgia for 60 years, contains 
a number of state buildings and in- 
stitutions of historic importance. 

Wormsloe is an estate near Savan- 
nah which has »een in the same family 
since the grant from the crown. It is 
said to contain the world’s finest col- 
lection of books on Georgia.

SAFETY CLASSES 
URGED BY EXPERT | 
IN ALL SCHOOLS | 


Thousands of educators are now in- 
structing school children how to avoid 
being involved in accidents, so they 
will grow up to enjoy the real ad- 
ventures of lie, according to Miss 
Marion Telford, field secretary of the 
education division of the national 
safety council, who is in Atlanta at 
the request of the home and educa- 


tion committee of the Atlanta safety 
council. 

“As a result of this endeavor,” Miss 
Telford said, at a meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the fifth district 
P.-T. A., “motor fatalities to chil- 
dren in Detroit, on a basis of school 
registration, have been reduced 60 per 
cent. Ihe first year of safety work 
in the schools of Springfield, Mass., 
showed a reduction of accidental 
deaths to children of school age from 
10 to 2, while the deaths to children 
of pre-school age, who therefore did 
not come under the influence of the 
schools, increased. In Louisville, the 
motor fatalities to children of school 
age the year before safety oiistruc- 
tion was introduced, were 23: this 
toll fell the following year to 14, the 
next year to 8; and more recently a 


record of 11 months and 24 days was 
made without a single motor fatality | 
to a public school child. 

“Junior safety councils, organized | 
in the schools, have been the most ef- 
fective means of saving the lives of | 
children not only on the streets, but 
in the homes, where twice as many 
children are killed and injured in At- 
lanta than on the streets. 

“Many of these junior safety coun- | 
cils have been formed in the Atlanta | 
and Fulton county schools and are 
showing fine results.” 

Miss Telford will address safety 
chairmen and other representatives 
of the parent-teacher associations at 
a meeting in the blue room of the | 
Ansley hotel. at 10:15 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning. 

During the week Miss Telford also | 
expects fo visit schools in Macon, Co- 
lumbus, Savannah and Augusta, 
where safety work is being carried | 
on by the school authorities.

A few years ago he gave the college 
a $50,000 dormitory for boys, which 
is the only modern and well-equipped 
building on the campus. He is treas- 
urer of the college and head of its 
board of trustees. His subscription 
of $5,000 to the fund, made a few days 
ago, is the largest of the campaign. 
Fund Necessary, Sharp. 

More than 150 friends of the college, 
drawn from the Methodist churches of 
Atlanta and vicinity, have been at 
work for the last week, canvassing 
Methodists and friends of Christian 
education of other denominations, ask- 
ing subscriptions to the fund, payable 
over a period of years. Workers en- 
listed for a campaign which would 
close on Tuesday night. At the end 
of the first five days of work the total 
subscriptions fell far“ short of the 
amount required, but it is expected 
that the two days of this week will 
bring in numerous and generous sub- 
scriptions to the fund. 

Foremost in directing the campaign 
and working at the headquarters in 
the chamber of commerce building have 
beem®Colonel Peel and Dr. J. A. Sharp, 
president of the institution. 

“It is absolutely necessary that 
Young Harris college be provided a 
permanent endowment fund of an 
amount in keeping with the needs of 
the institution,” President Sharp said 
Saturday. “This is not needed to pro- 
vide frills or luxuries or to satisfy col- 
lege pride. It is a business proposi- 
tion and must be faced in a business- 
like way. 

Big Donatons Promised. 

“The very fact that Young Harris 
has an endowment fund behind it will 
be of inestimable value. The college 
has one friend today who has ex- 
pressed a willingness and desire to give 
a $30,000 building when he feels as- 
sured of the permanency of the insti- 
tution. Another is anxious to make 
extensive improvements in the grounds, 
once he feels that his money will not 
be wasted. There is still another who 
has told me he will give $25,000 for a 
specific purpose when he feels that this 
investment in the youth of the south 
will be safeguarded by a permanent 
fund back of the institution. There is 
nothing that succeeds like success, and 
once convinced that Young Harris col- 
lege is firmly established other friends 
will make other gifts. This endow- 
ment campaign, if it has done nothing 
else, has served to awaken the peopie 
of Atlanta and Georgia to the fact 
that such an institution exists and is 
carrying on a great work. There are 
men and women interested in Young 
Harris today who had hardly heard of 
it a month ago. 

Forty Years Old. 

Let me make this promise to the 
public, too. The cost of education, in 
keeping with all other expenses, 3s 
mounting steadily. But at Young Har- 
ris, by the most rigid economy, by 
raising a large proportion of the food 
upon our own farm, by watching every 
expenditure, we have succeeded in 
keeping the cost of board and tuition 
to the absolute minimum, within reach 
at almost the poorest boy or girl. 
And if this endowment fund is raised 
I promise that so long as I am at the 
head of Young Harris, these costs wil! 
not be raised, and education still wil] 
be kept within the lowest possible 
limits.” 3 

Young Harris college, in ‘Towns 
county, in the north Georgia moun- 
tains was founded forty years azo 
through the generosity of Judge Youn 
I.. G. Harris, of Athens. A short time 
afterward it was adopted by the North 
Georgia Methodist conference. It was 
originally intended as a school for 
mountain boys and girls, and a large 
proportion of its students still come 
from that region. There has been so 
great a demand for education at ren- 
sonable cost, however, that its field 
has gradually extended until it has 
students from many states.

In order that present needs for food 
supplies, clothing, fuel, more bedding 
and equipment may be met and that 
volunteer workers at the home may 
be permitted to give as much of their 
time as possible to actual work amoag 
the needv. it was urged that every At- 
lantan who can possibly do so mail 
checks to the home at once. Approx- 
imately 40 tots, in addition to a num- 
ber of destitute women are at pres- 
ent inmates of the home, while num- 
bers of other calls for food and cloth- 
ing are being daily received, it was 
stated. 

In addition to its other work among 
destitute, the home cerves on an aver- 
age of 1,000 hot, nourishing meals 
each week to persons who would oth- 
erwise go hungry, it was pointed out 
by Captain Whorley.

Among other charges, Mr. Ford as- 
serts that the “international Jew pulls 
so many strings in business that no 
banker nor business man feels safe to 
oppose.” That he “either owns the

Princess Marie is the wife of Alex- 
ander I, king of Jugo-Slavia. 

The name of the Prince of Wales 
has been linked with that of Tleana 
almost as frequently as has Prince 
Iiumbert’s.. There there are several 
factors, such as religion, age and re 
lationship, as well as the opposition 
of the British royal family to a queen 
from the Balkans, that have disposed 
of such rumors. 

Both Wales and Ileana are great 
grandchildren of Queen Victoria, of 
England.

Longworth stands squarely on. the 
bottom of his own personality. He is 
“Nick” to the roughneck congressmen 
from the stockyard districts of the big 
cities; tothe farmer democrats of the 
southwest as much as to his Harvard 
‘classmates. He doesn’t get that uni- 
_Versal “Nick” through mere easygoing 
joviality. He is quietly jovial, in the 
way that is rarely the life of the party 
but rather the balance wheel of it. He 
can tell stories like the one about the 
two bankers visiting New Orleans, who' 
in a moment of artificially magnified 
vision found themselves beneficiaries 
of the friendly companionship of an 
amiable tiger. But Longworth’'s is not 
a case ot shallow joviality nor ob- 
trusive gayety—far from that. 

A very unusual personality, Long- 
worth. Reams have been written about 
him. Most of it has been accurate. so. 
far as surface facts go. and some of it 
has been penetrating. The best picture 
of Longworth I have read was one by 
William Hard. Hard saw two aspects 
in Longworth’s personality, 

“Longworth is inwardly aesthetic, 
sensitive, impressionable, and there- 
upon impréssioned, fixed, inflexible. 
Outwardly he is worldly, tough fiber- 
ed, rough Janguaged, careless, accept- 
ing. accominodating. Under his skin 
he is pretty nearly Washington's feel- 
‘ingest human being and knowingest. 
exactingest politician. He is full 
| bedied, florid, stanchly and stubborn- 
ly sturdy, with nothing gone of. his 
youth except hair from his head. He 
has both irreverence toward others 
and humility. about himself. He comes 
into a room in the evening time, jest- 
ing. gibing, slapping greatness on the 
icheek, diminishing his own greatness 
with laughter to the lowest visibility. 
On Sunday mornings he puts on a 
heavy sweater and does many miles of 
'walking (often with Senator Wads- 
worth. of New York). and comes back 
weighing a few pounds less. “His viet- 
uals nourish him.’ He puts on pounds, 
and takes off psunds. There is noth- 
,ing the matter-with what new-fangled 
'persons would call his metabolism or 
;What.old-fashioned persons would call 
his nutrition—or his stomach. He 
never asks anybody in Washington to 
support him for anything. He just 
keeps on being amazingly industri- 
ous in working hours and incredibly 
playful in off-time hours; and people 
come and snatch him from play into 
honor. Now, nobody can tell how high 
the highest honor may be that he may 
come to,” 
| Not the whole of Longworth {fs fn 
ithat extract, nor in this article. nor 
jin all that has been written about 
him. It is safe to say the whole of 
‘him is all right. The associates. and 
|rivals and friends that have watched 
‘him for years may lack the gifts of 
;worrs and analvsis, but the certain 
thing is they like him and anprove 
(him-—like him in the way a man ought 
'to be liked, 


Tf Longworth himself entertains am- 
bition to leap one step and go to the 
highest office in the country he con- 
ceals it with humorous indifference. 

And yet such an attitude on Long: 
worth’s part toward his own further 
elevation would be only a part of his 
|babitual manner about most things, 
(In him an air of indifference, an im- 
‘pression of being easygoing, is a part 
of his art of getting things accomplish- 
ed in the particular arena where he 
finds himself, rather than any reflec- 
tion of his real self. To refuse to get 
jheated up is an essential part of the 
‘strong hold Longworth has on his fel- 
‘low members. 

If Longworth were sitting fn the 

speaker's chair. and if a communist 
, revolution were to sweep up Pennsyl- 
; Vania avenue led by Trotzky, Long- 
worth would greet the usurper with a, 
“Well, old sport, what's it all about— 
by the way. your tie’s come undone.” 
: : 
Everybody thinks of Longworth as im- 
perturbable, and that world clearly be- 
_longs with him. But with it goes, one 
‘may suspect, an extremely unusual | 
‘psychie understanding of other men’s 
personalities. Dossibly the -combina- 
tion, which is very unnsual, may be 
one of the sources of Longworth's 
strength and popularity. 

With perfect truth you ean call 
Longworth, as William Hard. puts it, 
_“aesthetic, sensitive and impression- 
able.” That's the violin-plaving part 
of him. Then you can with equal 

truth describe him as sturdy, solid. 
rather inflexible. That is one thing 
his democratic rivals in leadership 
like and respect in him. He says “no” 
and he means “no” he says “yes” 
and he stays “yes.” His decisive- 
ness is no less decisive and no lese 
liked, from the faet that his way of 
‘Saying both “no’ and “yes” is mere- 
ly different shadings of the same 
_srunt—a B-minor grunt for yes, and 
| B-flat for no, so to speak—a method 
,of communication which is another 
‘personality than Longworth’s would 
jcause his associates and adversaries 
| to detest him. ‘ 

| When occasion calls for it he takes 
i strong positions, says “yes” firmly, or 
'“no” with equal firmness—to he 
| speaker he is obliged to. But he_al- 
ways does it with a kind of graye 
‘frankness. Last year. when the re- 
publican leaders decided that the in- 
surgent La Follette republicans in the 
senate and house must be excommuni- 
cated from their respective party or- 
ganizations, Longworth carried out his 
, portion of the official responsibility 
put upon him more successfully than 
the republican senate leaders. The

BAT AVERAGES 
ARE UNHURT 
BY NEW RULE 


Serious students of baseball were 
much concerned last spring lest the 
new sacrifice hit rule should play 
havec with the batting records. They 
feared that by giving credit for a 
sacrifice when a fly ball merely ad- 
vanced a runner without scoring him, 
batting percentages would be badly 
distorted and that men of no particular 
hitting ability might loom up as 
though they were real batsmen. 

Actually no such thing happened, 
at least in the American league. Only 
230 more sacrifice hits were scored in 
1926 than in 1925, and if these 230 
had not been allowed, the difference 
in the entire league’s batting average 


would have been only .004. In other . 


words, the American league batting 


average in 1926 was .284. Disallowing 
the additional 230 sacrifices, the 
average would have been .280. 
which it will be seen that neither the 
rule makers nor their critics can al- 
ways sure in advance what will 
happen when changes are made in the 
playing code. 

_ And instead of 1926 averages rank- 
ing higher than 1925 averages, the re- 
verse is true. The American league’s 
be‘ting average in 1925 was .292, 


while the 1926 figure shows an eight-. 


point drop:

In laying out the panel and sun- 
panel of the superhilco-dyne we want 
to keep in mind the fact that the lay- 
out is flexible, that is there is no 
fixed rule for exact positions of the 
different parts.

Hilco-Dyne should be mounted, not less 
than three and a half inches apart and 
keeping this in mind, we will lay out 
the sub-panel to fit the Hilco coils and 
then put in the other parts. 
Beginning at the left end of sub- 
panel one inch from the back we will 
draw a line across the sub-pane]. Mark 
off on this line aw X at six, twelve, 
eighteen and twenty-four inches. These 
four Xs are for center mounting of 
the Filther. coupler and three inter- 
mediate coils. At each end and ha‘f 
way’ between the four coils, mount a 
tube socket. The coils and ‘sockets 
should be mounted as shown in the 
photograph. Now go back to the left 


end again and at the center of the suo- 
panel rount the antenna coupler, as 
close to the end as possible. 

Again measuring from the left end 
on the front edge, which goes next 
to the panel, measure off seven and a 
half inches and mount the oscilator 
coupler near the edge of the sub-pane] 
so it will fit in between the two vari- 
able condensers mounted on the panel. 
At twelve inches from the left eal 
and in center of the sub-panel moutt 
the socket for oscilator tube. As we 
are building nine tube sets, three 
stages of audio are to much and we 
will use the Rauland trio or the Na- 
tional Impedaformer. 

Beginning again at the left: end, 
measure fifteen inches along the front 
edge, which goes next to the panel, 
mount the tube socket for last ampli- 
fier stage, at eighteen inches mount 
the last audio unit, at twenty-one 
inches the second audio tube socket, 
at twenty-four inches the second audig 
stage, on the right end the first audio 
tube socket and at middle of right end 
of sub-panel mount the first audio 
stage.

GUESSING GOES OUT 
UF FASHION IN RADIO 


Discussing the immediate future of 
radio in light of the many elimina- 
tions among the producers of its ap- 
paratus as evidenced in this year’s 
radio shows, W. E. Baker, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Day- 
Fan Electric company, of Dayton, 
Ohio, said: 

“There are three. legs on 
every } ifacturing structure must 
stand. ®e gre respectively the 
knowin: w to manufacture; that is 
the physical process itself; the know- 
ing how to finance and the knowing 
how to sell. Each is equally im- 
portant. Kach must yield adequately 
on what it costs. If any of the three 
is extravagant, the cost will show sip 
in the price of the product, making 
that price higher than it fairly should 
he. The manufacturers in radio who 
have disappeared were wobbly on one 
or several of these three legs. Those 
who were well grounded are looking 
forward to better and more pros- 
perous radio. 

“Every successful radio manufac- 
turer, particularly those who have had 
electrical experience before radio 
came on the scene, realizes the vital 
need of continuous research. The suc- 
cesses of the future—for there is no 
doubt the weeding out process will go 
on—will be those who most quickly 
and efficiently adapt themselves to 
needed change. There will always 
be change; there is nothing final in 
such an elusive proposition as man- 
ufacturing a radio reeeciver. This is 
true in all electrical manufacture. 
Those, whose interest in electrics is 
limited to radio, probably do not know 
that Day-Fan is a large producer of 
motors. I mention this simply to il- 
lustrate the rewards in research. 
Within a comparatively recent period 
we have found it possible to increase 
the efficiency range of motors f 


trom 
:0 per cent to 75 per cent, an enor- 
mous increase when translated into the 
savings effected in the use of elec- 
tric current.” 


SOCKET POWER NOW 
GREATLY SIMPLIFIED 


When socket-power apparatus first 
came on the market its only objection 
lay in the multiplicity of controls 
which it produced. With the coming 
of the power-switching relay this dis- 
advantage has been overcome. How- 
ever, unless a receiver is especially de- 
signed for the use of socket-power 
operation, the owner is obliged to 
operate three separate switches in or- 
der to use his receiver. one for the 
“A” unit, one for the “B” unit, and 
the filament switch on the receiver 
panel, 

It is generally accepted that the 
bridge or shunt type of relay is much 
more satisfactory than the series type, 
in as much as it is not dependent upon 
the number of tubes in the receiver for 
its operating action. A_ series type 
relay exerts a var mill on its me 
chanism according to the number of 
tubes used in the receiver. However, 
superior as the bridge fype is, the own- 
er who has bnilt his own receiver or 
who has purchased a receiver not in- 
corporating facilities for the connec- 
tion of the bridge type of relay is like- 
ly to be confused regarding how such 
a relay should be connected. 

The bridge type of relay may be 
connected jin.» the filament switch of 
any receiver. First, find the A-plus 
and A-minus binding posts on the 
terminal board. Then trace the A- 
minus lead as it goes to the filament 
switch on the receiver panel. Connect 
one terminal of the bridge relay to this 
negative lead beyond the filament 
swrich. If it is connected in front 
of the filamer: switch, the relay will 
remain on at all times, whereas when 
it is connected beyond this switch 1t 
operates only when the switch is turn- 
ed on. The other terminal of the «e- 
lay attaches to the A-plus lead of the 
battery at any point where it is con- 
venient. Thus the relay is shunted 
across the “A” battery leads behind 
the filament switch. 

Thus the filament switch when it is 
turned on throws the relay into opera- 
tion, which in turn automatically con- 
nects*““A” and “B” power and an ex- 
ternal amplifier, if desired, to the re- 
ceiver.

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News From Congress 


Of Interest to Georgia 


BY SAM W. SMALL, 
Special Staff .Correspondent. 

Washington, December 11.—The 
clusing of many more banks in the 
west and south gives added argument 
for the bill of Congressman Brand 
of Georgia, to set up a “depositor’s 
guarantee fund” in the federal treas- 
ury for insuring depositors in mem- 
ber banks of the federal reserve gsys- 
tem against loss. Congressman Ed- 
gar Howard, the great Bryanite from 
Nebraska, also has a bill drawn upon 
the model of the Nebraska act to 
guarantee bank deposits, but it does 
not offer the adequacies that are 
provided in the Brand bill. That 
some national guaranty act should 
be enacted is becoming a general de- 
mand from many parts of the coun- 


try where bank deposits are the only 
seeming security for the savings of 
the people. 

It is argued that all banks of dé& 
posit should favor such legislation in 
order to hold the confidence and pa- 
tronage of those who should be their 
customers. The present sense of the 
insecurity of depogits is thought to 
have influenced Postmaster Generad 
New to urge that the limit for de 
posits in the postal banks be raised 
from $2,500 to $5,000 for each indi- 
vidual depositor. That limit might 
transfer millions of savings from the 
commercial to the postal banks for 
guaranteed security. 


The postoffice department releases 
a summary of “postal receipts at 50 
industrial cities” for the month of 
November. Atlanta does not appear 
in the list and therefore belongs with 
the “commercial” rather than “indus- 
trial” class of cities. Birmingham, 
Chattanooga, Charlotte and Savan- 
nah are included with the “indus- 
trial” group. The increase of re- 
ceipts in Savannah this last month 
over the same month of 1925 was 
$587.70. The increased receipts of 
the Atlanta office have been reported 
in a former dispatch and indieate the 
continuing growth of the postal busi- 
ness of the city.

Atlanta Bishop

Passage of the bill by the British 
house of commons, of England, to for- 
bid publication of details of divorce 
cases was highly commended here Sat- 
urday by Bishep H. J. Mikell, of the 
Atlanta diocese of the Episcopal 
ehurch.

The Southern Woman’s Educational 
alliance is publishing a December book 
on “Occupations. for Women,” which 
brings to a focus the work of 12 
years during. which women have been 
studied in their relation to economic 
cAnditions and opportunities. The 
study is thought by a number of ad- 
vance critics to be unique in the field 
of occupational investigation. 

The alliance has had for several 
years a branch in Atlanta and an of- 
fice here in charge of an experienced 
vocational counselor. Mrs. Samuel M. 
Inman, who was awarded two years 
ago a chamber of commerce certificate 
of honor for her “untiring work for 
the cultural development of Atlanta,” 
is local chairman, and the other of- 
ficers of the branch are Mrs. Charles 
A. Conklin, Mrs. Albert E. 
ton, Jr.. Mrs. Edwin K. Large, vice 
Mrs. Blair Foster, record- 
ing secretary ; Mrs. Rembert Marshall, 
secretary; James F., 
treasurer. 

9. Latham Hatcher, president and 
organize: of the Southern Woman's 
Edueational alliance, has directed the 
research upon which ‘the book is based, 
has edited the study and has written 
the introductory chapter, “Women 
Today,”’ which sums up the philosophy 
underlying the movement for yocation- 
al and professional recognition of 
women. 

Logical Sequence. 

“Occupations for Women” follows 
in logical sequence upon a smaller 
book issued by the Southern Woman's 
Educdtional alliance on “Social and 
Vocational Orientation for College 
Women,” edited by Dr. Iva L. Peters, 
formerly professor of economics at 
Goucher college and now dean of 
women at Syracuse university. “Oec- 
cupations for Women” will draw as 
its constituency high school graduates, 
undergraduates in college, alumnae, 
parents, employers, business and pro- 
fessional organizations, libraries of 
many types, sociological students and 
others interested in the economic stat- 
us of women and in problems of wom- 
an’s vocation adjustment, as well as 
instructors in high schools and eol- 
leges, deans, advisors and personnel 
workers. 

Though there is special reference to 
the south and though the book is 

based on intensive studies made in 
Richmond and Atlanta, its scope is 
broad enough to inelude all sections of 
the country. In the introduction Dr. 
Hatcher touches upon the great eco- 
nomic and industrial changes, as well 
as the thought processes, which have 
occasioned the entrance of women into 
business and the professions, balances 
with the obvious difficulties that exist,

The Southern Woman's Eduecation- 
al alliance, of which Dr. Hatcher is 
founder and president and under the 
auspices of which “Occupations for 
Women” is being published, was or- 
ganized to help girls and women in 
the south prepare for life through the 
right education and the right oceupa- 
tional training by providing safe in- 
formation and counsel about educa- 
ti.n and occupations. The book, gath- 
ering together helpful information for 
the girl about to choose her life work 
and for the counselor, is designed to 
further educational and vocational 
fguidance which has always been the 
main portion of the alliance program. 
The headquarters of the Southern 
Woman's Educational alliance are in 
Richmond, Va., and there are branches 
in New York, Chicago and Atlanta.

“Christmas is almost here. What is 
the P.-T. A., the mother of the schools 
of Georgia, preparing as a love gift 
for the children of our schools for this 
happy season of the year? What 
objective has the P.-T. A.’s for the 
children of our state? May we not 
suggest that the most valuable, the 
most far-reaching gift that could be 
made, a bookshelf filled with the best 
selected books for each grade of our 
grammar schools. These books to be 
placed in the individual classrooms 
and kept there for the use of the pu- 
pils during school hours. Daily con- 
tact with these books will make to- 
ward the greatest character building.

OME few years ago it was the 
fashion amongst a certain 
literary cult to make pilgrim- 
ages to the workshop of one 
Miles Straker, the young 
glass blower philosopher of 

Blue River, a spot which for inacces- 
sibility outrivaled Mecca where the 
traveler of limited time and means 
was concerned. “People generally 
came by invitation and remained a 
month or more. 

Mr. Straker had pitched his tent— 
or rather his father had done it for 
him—eighteen miles from the nearest 
railway at a point on the gulf coast 
of Florida. Disciples from New York 
had first twenty-four hours by train 
to Jacksonville, and from there an- 
other twelve hours to Fort Myers.

ian Saved 5,000 from Turks |

REGOIRE GERNAZIAN, na- 
tive of Armenia, survivor of 
several Turkish onslaughts 
and hero of the massacre of 
1920, is now an integral 
part of Atlanta’s cosmopoli- 


tan population. Indistinguishable 
from the demotic natives of our city, 
he has but a few weeks to receive the 
official bestowal of American citizen- 
ship through his final naturalization 
papers. In fact, so effective has been 
the work nf the great ‘melting pot” 
that he is known to his maity friends 
as George instead of Gregoire. 

But with all these external similari- 
ties Mr. Gernazian possesses unique 
experiences that can never be lost or 
forgotten. He participated in scenes 
‘the equal of which is known to most 
Atlantans only through moving pic-

ture romance. To watch one walk 
unarmed up to the reeking muzzles of 
a hostile enemy and beg of them the 
prize for which murderous days have 
whet their appetites, is an incident 
calculated to thrill the most blase 
cinema fan. To be the hero of just 
such a scene in a world of blood and 
bread, is—well, is precisely what 
George Gernazian was. 

In the life of George, who is still 
young and ambitious, that incident 
was but the climax of a scofe of col- 
orful years spent in Asia Minor, 
where, in the pretentiqus city of 
Marash, on an eventful day in 1898, 
he first saw the world of man. A 
curious place it must have seemed to 
him, a member of a small group of 
Christians perpetually baited by their 
powerful and engulfing neighbor, the 
‘Turk. Adventure came early and un- 
invited into his life. Reminiscently he 
recounts some of its incidents.

“Although the hostility of the Mos- 
lem was profusely manifest in the 
everyday life of Marash, where, as in 
most commercial centers of Asia 
Minor, Mussulman and Christian are 
thrown into close contact, the first 
serious clash that haunts my memory 
came in 1917. The Christians were 
driven out of Marash by the Turks. 
In the excitement I was separated 
from my parents and younger sister 
and brother.

made my way to Aleppo, Syria. There 
I found some relatives who had come 
from Marash under similar circum- 
stances some time before, and with 
them spent the night, which happen- 
ed to be Saturday. Sunday morning 
I went out, thinking to get my bear- 
ings in the strange city where I must 
make my fivelihood, for the present 
at least—how Iong, 1 did not Know. 
I had gone but a short ways when a 
military police officer approached me. 
He questioned me in the Arabian 
tongue. Apparently he wanted to see 
my passport papers, he was satisfied 


with a show of money, accepting the_ 


latter and releasing me. 

“In Syria I entered schoo! and later 
took a private tutor. I had graduated 
from college in Asia Minor and could 
speak four languages, but not Arabic, 
which I-now determined to master in 
order to enter business where I was. 
This I did, later engaging in the ex- 
change .of foreign moneys, the call- 
ing | had followed in Marash. I built 
up a considerable volume of trade 
and increased my fortune to large 
proportions. 

“Shortly after my arrival in Alep- 
po, word reached me that my parenis 
had been robbed of all they possessed 
while being driven out of Marash, As 
soon as possible I sent a letter and 
money to the Christian refugee camp, 
whither I believed: they had escaped. 
The package was returned with a 
note, written in Turkish postoffice of- 
ficials, that the addressees had per- 
ished. Then, for the first time, I 
learned of the death of my father and 
mother, theugh I never knew under 
what circumstances. Later | learned 
of the safety of my sister and brother, 
whose youth had permitted them to 
hide successfully in Marash until the 
wrath of the Turkish citizens sub- 
sided. 
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“Near the end of this period finan- 
cial reverses beset me, 
savings to a small sum. That, and 
the knowledge of my parents’ death, 
determined me on returning to Mar- 
ash to my brother and sister. Back 
in the city of my nativity, reunited 
with the two children, | started lite 
over again, hoping the tcllowers of 
Mohammed would keep their peace. 

“Then months later the massacre 
of 1920 broke out. Marash was ina 
flurry, with shopkeepers of the mary- 
ket place striking out for their homes 
on the outskirts of the city, or other 
places of refuge. With the first bark 
of guns we knew the Turks were out 
to decrease the Armenian part of the 


population again. Most of these 
sought safety in the Christian 
churches. There were five large 


churches in Marash, belonging to as 
many different denominations. Car- 
ried off with a crowd, | found myself 
in the nearby Armenian Catholic 
church. There | was to remain for 
22 days, separated from my sister and 
brother, while Turks devasted the 
Armenian quarters of the city. 
“Time dragged on, the picture 
Outside hordes 
of Turks, armed with guns and an 
animated hatred for their Christian 
neighbors. Within were a paltry 5,000 
Armenians, many orphaned children 
and widowed mothers, huddled to- 
gether praying to their Christian 
Father for deliverance of their souls,

long ago they had despaired of sav- 
ing their bodies. For nearly a month 
the sturdy walls of the Armenian 
Catholic church sheltered its faiihful 
from the hostile Turks when the fever 
to sacrifice another batch of Chris- 
tians to Almighty Allah again rag 
through their ranks. 

“With the. alternative of starving 
to death, or going out to Certain 
death before the guns of the Turks, 
confronting us a, 1 determined to 
leave the church, taking my chances 
with death, in order to plead with the 
Turks for those left in the church. 

“Tl wandered through the church to 
say good-by to my friends and rela- 
tives. They warned me | would be 
killed before I could utter one word 
to the enemy, adding that it was. bet- 
ter all should perish together. My 
grandmother begged me not to leave 
the church. My uncle I found stand- 
ing with watch in hand. I asked on 


the purpose of it and he replied, 
am counting the minutes we have ° 
live before the Turks break tin upon 
us.’ ‘If there are only a few minutes 
left, let’s make them happy ones,’ I 
said in an effort to Cheer him.

“Determined to do whaf I could in 
the brief space that remained, | pre- 
pared to leave the stronghold. Since 
my return to Marash, and even be- 
fore, | had been working under 
American protection, secured for me 
from America by an elder brother, an 
American ciiizen who had fought as 
a volunteer non-commissioned officer 
with the American forces during the 
World war. With this privilege in 
mind, | took a piece of white cloth, 
painted U. S. in red on it and bound 
it around my arm. Then I replaced 
my native fez with an American hat 
that one of the refugees had, opened 
the door and slipped out, closing it 
behind me. 

“There I stood with hundreds of 
murderous Turks before me. To 
those closest to me, and on the point 
of putting an end to my earthly ex- 
istence, I held up my hand and asked 
that I be permitted to say a word— 
then they might kill me. I pleaded 
with them to spare those that re- 
mained behind, appealing to every 
avenue of sympathy and vanity that 
suggested itself. After fifteen or twen- 
ty minutes in this effort, gaining noth- 
ing, other than to postpone immediate 
death, I asked that they go with me 
to some Americans, who were in the 
city as missionaries and members of 
the Near East Relief society, to dis- 
cuss the situation with them. They 
agreed—thanks to the American hat 
and arm band. With several Turks 
in civil dress affording protection, we 
left for the American quarters. We 
were forced to make our way through 
Streets with snow a foot deep, buried 


in which were hundreds of dead 
Armenians,. It was difficult to keep 
from tripping over the corpses. Half 
Way down the street we met a group 
of Americans approaching, _ their 
country’s tlag waving aloft. 

“| informed them of our mission 
and together we proceeded to the 


Turkish civil headquarters in the city, 


here .and there rescuing = stranded 
Armenians as we went along. The 
educated Turks at headquarters re- 


garded with favor the plea to save 
the remaining Armenians. The entire 
party ther left for the beseiged 


church. On arriving there the Ameri- 
cans and myself.gained admittance to 
the church to inform the famished Ar- 
menians that their lives had been 
spared. Their joy was pathetic. The 
doors of the church were thrown open 
and a civil guard provided for a few 
months, until all the Armenians could 
find some kind of shelter and return 
to business. 

; “Immediately following the prom- 
isevok good faith on the part of civil 
authorities, I set out to find my sister 
and brother. After frantically 
ing the city, protected by a Turkish 
guard, I found them, safe in a 
Protestant church. I left-them there 
in kind hands until I again settled 
down. A year longer | remained in 
Marash, regarded by my Armenian 
countrymen as the hero of the 1920 
massacre. ;

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“In 1921 1 heard that two Ameri- 
cans were planning to return to their 
native land. The desire to get to the 
land of freedom, of which I learned 
from my older brother, had long pos- 


sessed me. I felt now the oppor- 
tunity had come, and worked night 
and day on the project. With the aid 
from the Americans I secured permis- 
sion of the Turkish government to 
leave the city with my sister. Again 
a Turkish guard was provided for our 
party, escorting us from Marash to 
Aleppo. The trip required four days 
on horseback, and camping oti at 
night on the sand. From there we 
went to Beirut, the seaport of Syria, 
and then to Havre, France. From 
there we learned the Armenian immi- 
gration quota was filled and we could 
not leave. I had been in communi- 
cation with my brother, Hogop Ger- 
nazian, in America, who sent funds 
for our transportation. Hogop, who 
was a resident of Atlanta at the time, 
secured the assistance of Congress- 
man W. D. Upshaw in making ar- 
rangements to bring my sister and 
myself to America. Acquainted with 
our experiences, Congressman ~ Up- 
shaw gave much of his time persuad- 
ing the departments of state and labor 
to grant permission for our entry. 


“The congressman interested many 
officials, including President Harding, 
in our case, and eventually we set foot 
in New York. Hogop met us there 
and brought us to Atlanta. In At- 
lanta I promptly took out my first pa- 


pers of naturalization—but a few 
weeks remain between me and. full 
American citizenship. In the mean- 


time | went to the Atlanta Oppor- 


tunity school, where | learned the 
English language, which was to be- 
come my mother tongue.”

dence in the United States, did not 
forget his suffering brethren — in 
Armenia. He importuned his brother 
Hogop to bring other of their rela- 
tives in American*freedom. In 
they were successful. Between the 
years 1921 and 1926 they had inter- 
ested in their behalf wo presidents, 
Senators Harris and George and Gov- 
ernor Clifford Walker, of Georgia, 
many other prominent public officials 
and civic organizations, including the 
Kiwanis club of Atlanta and the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, as well as the United 
States Veterans’ bureau. 

When not engaged with the task of 
aiding his tellow Armenians, George 
secured employment in Atlanta, at the 
Same time continuing his scheoling to 
fit him for what he prizes most—his 
American citizenship.

Pretty Woman Who Slew Her Husband 
Went Free — She Painted Word 
Picture of Her Life 


ID beautiful Gertrude Gibson 
2} Patterson deliberately — kill 
the man she loved to satisfy 
an inordinate craving for 
money? Was she a woman 
of dual nature—capable. of 
the highest love and devotion but, 
when lust for money was awakened, 
becoming a cold-blooded creature 
who forgot love, everything, stop- 
ping at nothing to gain her ends? 

She craved luxuries, yet she once 
sacrificed all the luxuries a millionaire 
admirer could lavish on her to marry 
a man who had nothing to offer her 
but love. After starving with him, 
after tenderly nursing him in illness, 
did she kill him to recover the luxu- 
fies she once had sacrificed for him? 
These were the questions raised at 
her trial in Denver, Col., on the 
charge of murdering her husband, 
Charles A. Patterson, former well- 
known football player and athlete of 
Chicago. Justice refused to believe 
such things, and acquitted her.

When Gertrude Patterson was a 
girl she imagined herself the heroine 
of every paper-backed novel she read. 
While she was envying these paper 
ladies whose lives were filled with 
luxuries and thrills the fates were 
weaving for her a,career that would 
outmatch the most lurid of fiction. 

She came out of a little mining 
town in Illinois. She was one of ten 
children. Her father was a mechanic, 
hard working enough but unable to do 
more than keep his large family from 
actual starvation. In this environ- 
ment of poverty Gertrude blossomed 
like some rare -flower. 

Superiority Complex. 

As she grew up she felt superior 
fo the ugly little town in which she 
lived. She hated it. Her beauty at- 
tracted all the village beaux, but she 
spurned their awkward advances. She 
yearned with all the ardor of her 
young heart. for beauty and color, for 
gay cities where romance walked with 
handsome, well-dressed men of the 
world. 

She was only 16 when she went to 
Chicago, a guest of family friends. 
This first trip to a city was the turn- 
‘ing point in her life. Chance intro- 
duced her to Emil Strouss, millionaire 
clothing manufacturer. 

Strouss had neither the youth nor 
physical qualities to fit a romantic 
girl’s ideal of a Prince Charming.

Strouss sent her to Europe. After 
months of travel she entered a fash- 
ionable school near Paris. 

A New Woman. 


When she returned to Chicago her 
lover beheld a finished work of art. 
The provincial girl he had sent away 
came back to him more beautiful than 
ever in her Paris clothes and with a 
poise and social polish that girls born 
into blue-blooded circles might envy. 
The quick mind of the little mining 
camp girl had absorbed mere than so- 
cial graces. She came out of finish- 
ing school a linguist and an acéonm- 
plished pianist. 

Strouss installed her in a luxurious 
apartment in one of Chicago’s fash- 
ionable hotels and iniroduced her as 
his wife. He gave her costly jewels, 
automobiles, everything money could 
buy. 

It was not until two years later

when the fates brought Chick Patter- 
son into her life, that she realized 
there were things essential for happi- 
ness that even a millionaire couldn’t 
buy. With all his millions, Strouss 
could not giv@ her romance. 

Chick Patterson ~- was. well-born, 
young, charming and handsome. As 
a Student at the Englewood high 
school of Chicago, he won local fame 
as a football player and all-around 
athlete.

According to a diary kept by Pat- 
terson and produced at Gertrude Pat- 
terson’s trial, and according to. the 
testimony of his family, she insisted 
upon going on the ground she must 
have money. She led Patterson to 
believe, it was said, that Strouss had 
engaged her to assist him in buying 
materials for his factory and would 
pay her well for her services. He had 
faith in her assurance that she was go- 
ing merely as Strouss’ employee, it 
was testified. 

Fear Drove Her Back. 

According to Gertrude Patterson’s 
story, it was Patterson who became 
irked by their poverty. She Geclared 
that the man she married changed 
suddenly from a lover who had made 
her forget everything but love into 
a despicable creature who abused her 
bécause she had no money to give 
him and who finally went to Strouss 
with a proposal to sell her back to 
him. 

The two men—her former lover 
and her husband—bargained over her 
as if she were horseflesh, she declar- 
ed, and finally Patterson sold her to

the millionaire for $1,500. 

While she and Strouss were in 
Europe, Patterson, she testified, wrote 
blackmailing letters threatening to 
kill both of them if she did not return. 
Fear for her life drove her back _to 
him, she told the jury. Whatever the 
truth was, she returned to Chicago 
and went back to live with Patterson. 

Not long after her return Patter- 
son fell ill. Tuberculosis had gone too 
far to be checked. The once strong 
athlete became ar invalid. Of the 
persons who knew the couple even 
those who were convinced that money 
lust had caused Gertrude Patterson to

H eretaliated by filing 

suit against Strouss, charging that the 

millionaire had alienated his wife’s 
affections and: asking $25,000 dam- 
ages. 

It was testified that Gertrude Pat- 
terson had tried to persuade him to 
withdraw this suit. 

The Shooting. 

A few weeks after both suits were 
filed Patterson was shot to death one 
morning near the’ sanitarium where 
he was a patient. Three bullets were 
fired into his body, two through his 
back and one through his heart. Ger- 
trude Patterson was with him. She 
declared he shot himself. 

The only eye-witness to the trag- 
edy, a carpenter who happened to be 
near the scene, testified that he saw 
the woman raise a revolver and fire 
at the man. When the first shot struck 
him Patterson, according to this wit- 
ness, fell to his knees and while he 
was crving “O God! O God!” the 
woman fired two more bullets into his 
body. 

In interviews with reporters after 
her arrest Gertrude Patterson describ- 
ed herself as a rich man’s toy. She 
denounced the millionaire. who had 
educated her and lavished riches on 
her. 

“Strouss is a monster!’’ she cried. 
“T was only a toy to him. Between 
Strouss and my husband, if I were 


sum- 


forced to choose, I would have more 
respect for my husband.” 

In the long gallery of women mur- 
der defendants Gertrude Patterson 
stands out as an unusual type. She 
was only 26 when she was tried, but 
looked even younger. She was an 
appealing frail beauty, with large 
brown eyes that looked out from be- 
neath long goiden eyelashes with ihe 
lovely innocence of a child. She 
spoke in tones of culture and discuss- 


ed music, books and art with the 
knowledge of a connoisseur. 
Setting for the Trial. 

The woman charmed even hard- 


boiled reporters. She meved a rug, 
her favorite books and a few pieces 
of dainty furniture from her bunga- 
low to her cell in the matron’s quar- 
ters of the county jail, and made her 
cage an attractive setting, for her 
lovel yself. With her own tea set to 
serve tea and surrounded by flowers 
she received visitors as if she were 
hostess in her own pretty bungalow. 

Willis V. Elliott, then district at- 
torney of Denver, was a member of 
the law firm which filed her suit for 
divorce and withdrew as prosecutor 
in the case. The court appointed 
Horace Benson, prominent as a crim- 
inal attorney, to act in the district at- 
torney’s place.. Judge O. N. Hilton, 
famous for his acquittals of women 
murder defendants, was selected by 
Gertrude Patterson to conduct her de- 
fense. 

The state charged at the trial that 
She was still the recipient of Strouss’ 
bounty; that it was his money that 
paid for her bungalow and its furnish- 
ings; that she had become tired of her 
role as devoted wife to a sick man 
and, planning to return to. Strouss, 
desperately tried to induce Patterson 
to withdraw his alienation suit against 
the millionaire, because Strouss was 
annoved and she feared she would 
lose her chance to regain the luxuries 
She twice had given up for Patter- 
son’s sake. 

When Patterson continued to re- 
fuse to withdraw the action she re- 
solved to kill him, the state charged. 

Patterson was shot in front of Von 
Richthofen castle, one of the show 
places of Denver. It was built by the 
American widow of Baron Von Richt- 
hofen of the famous Germany family 
of that name, and is an exact replica 
of the ancestral castle of the Von 
Richthofens in the Black forest. It 
was Patterson’s custom to take a walk 
every morning past this castle, which 
is a Short distance from the sanitarium 
where he was a patient. 

Before the Shooting. 

Two nights before the shooting 
Patterson called at his wife’s home. 
She was entertaining a young man by 
the name of Strain. Patterson ex- 
pressed resentment at this  visitor’s 
presence. Finally he walked away. 
The wife followed. An-hour later 
She returned, Strain testified, and ask- 
ed whether he had a revolver. When 
he produced one from his pocket, 
Strain said sh easked him to leave it 
with her, explaining she feared Pat- 
terson would return and try to kill 
her. ‘ 

The revolver from which the fatal 
bullets weref ired was identified by 
Strain as the one he had left with Ger- 
trude Patterson. \ 

According to the woman, Patter- 
son had written her a note asking her 
to meet him in front of Von Richt- 


hofen castle on the morning of the 
shooting. ' 3 
To bear up the state’s charge that 
She waylaid Patterson on his morning 
Stroll with the intention of killing him 
if he did not agree to withdraw his 
suit against Strouss, one of Patter. 
son’s fellow patients at the sanitarium 
testified that he was with Patterson 
when the defendant called him on the 
telephone. Patterson, said this wit- 
ness, told the woman he didn’t care

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The hand given 
last week contained 
a problem of un- 
usual interest, 
which I earnesily 
hope was solved by 
many of my tfead- 
ers. The hand was

‘South (Dealer) opened the bidding 
with one Heart. Although the hand 
has the conventional “high cards 
above the average” almost twice 
over, and ‘*‘three suits stopped” and 
stopped again, it would be indeed 
foolish with unstopped Clubs to risk 
a No Trump with a strong Heart bid 
available. West bid two Clubs and 
North, with unusual assistance for the 
partner’s Hearts, bid two Hearts. Bar- 
tring a bad break somewhere four 
Hearts headed by King-10, Ace and 
one Club, and four Spades headed by 


Queen-Jack, would seemingly ensure 
game with even the lightest of sound 
Heart bids on the part of South. Had 
it been necessary, North would have 
assisted at least once more. As it hap- 
pened, there was no other bidding. and 
West opened with the King of Clubs 
against South’s two-Heart contract. 

This hand has been one of my 
favorites and | have given it frequent- 
ly to advanced classes-and used it to 
illustrate lectures. I have seen it play- 
ed hundreds of times without once 
noting a single variation in the play 
of the first six tricks. Trick 1 is won 
with the Ace of Clubs; tricks 2 and 3 
are trump leads, exhausting’ all the ad- 
verse trumps; and tricks 4 to 6 are 
three rounds of Spades, the third won 
in the Dummy. 


It is rather curious that a hand 
containing a really subtile problem 
Should have its bidding and first six 
tricks of such a cut and dried variety. 
Dummy always leads the last Spade 
at trick 7 so as to permit the Closed 
Hand to discard-a losing card. This 
lead is just as unmistakable as any 
of the previous bids and plays; it ts 
in the making of the South discard 
that ninety-five per cent of the players 
—including. many experts — fail. 
With a losing Club in each hand, the 
apparently natural but fatally 
thoughtless discard of a Club is the 
one usually made. The Declarer who 
makes it does not stop to consider 
that the Closed Hand contains two 
cards which are suré losers—the Club 
and the small Diamond. What the 
ninety-five out of every hundred fail 


a 


to see is that the Ace a a Queen of 
Diamonds can be made sure winners 
without risking a finesse which is a 
probable loser. In view of the great 
North-South strength, the Club bid by 
West strongly suggests the King of 
Diamonds as being in the West hand; 
but even if that Club bid had not heen 
made, the lead of the King of Clubs 
would have marked the Queen of 
Clubs in the West hand and at trick 
7 South should discard the losing Six 
of Diamonds, not the losing Jack 
of Clubs—for the following reasons: 


South, selecting his discard at trick 
7, knows that West is out of Spades 
and Hearts; he also knows that West 
still has the Queen of Clubs. It also 
is highly probable that West has the 
King of Diamonds; therefore, the dis- 
card of the Jack of Clubs followed by 
an attempted Diamond finesse on 
trick 8 would not be apt to produce a 
Small Slam as, in addition to the small 
Diamond which would be a sure loser, 
the Queen would probably lose to the 
King, but the discard of the small 
‘Diamond followed by a Club lead by 
North and the play of the Jack of 
Clubs by South would put West in the 
lead. After the Club Jack is won by 
West with the Queen, West is help- 
less: should he lead a Club, Dummy 
would trump and Closed hand would 
discard the Queen of Diamonds, 
should he lead a Diamond it would 
be up to Ace-Queen, and in either 
case the Declarer would make a small 
Slam. 


Should South discard the Jack of 
Clubs on trick 7, he would spoil his 


— 


certain Small Slam, as he would de- 
prive himself of the only card by 
which the lead could be. forced on 
West (if West let the Jack win, 
South would lose only his Queen of 
Diamonds); and without the Jack of 
Clubs, the Diamond finesse would be 
the only chance. 


This hand illustrates an end situa- 
tion which frequently turns up at the 
Bridge table. The average player 
looks upon Ace-Queen only in_ the 
light of a possible finesse; the expert, 
toward the end of the hand looks 
upon the Ace-Queen as a holding up 
to which he wishes to force an ad- 
verse lead. He exercises all his in- 
genuity to that end, and only resorts 
to the even chance of the finesse 
when the certainty gained by the lead 
up is unobtainable. Hundreds of un- 
necessary finesses are tried every day.

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HE CONSTANT WIFE” serv- 
ed to expose Ethel Barry- 
more to my critical gaze for 
the first time.

This is a sophisticated com- 
edy of infidelity, sexsand divorce, one 
of those in which the greatest issues 
of life are passed up with flippant re- 
marks. And what an abundance of 
epigrams and real wit have gone into 
the magnificent Maugham’s dialogue. 
When the wife in this play learns that 
her husband is unfaithful to her, she 
is forced to admit she doesn’t really 
mind it at all. She decides she'd like 
to try it herself. As the play ends, 
we see her off to Italy on a _ six 
months’ jaunt with her lover, assuring

N the northern part of: Italy 
during the latter half of the 
14th, and the first half of 
the 15th centuries’ there 
were no fewer than twelve 
painters by the name of 
All enjoyed reputations, but 


Bellini. 
there was one who stood out and 
above the others like an Alexander 
on the banks of Hellespont—his name 
was Giovanni, born in the year 1428, 
Shortly before Joan of Arc rode in the 


van of that French army at Orleans, 

‘Agony In the Garden,’’ now the 
property of the National Gallery, 
london, is Bellini’s masterpiece. In 
it he depicts a familiar scene in the 
Bible. After the Last Supper, Christ 
repaired to the garden, in the shadow 
of the Mount of Olives, taking with 
Him the three disciples, Peter, James 
and John. Here He grew sorrowful 
and sad as He fell on His knees and 
prayed. The three disciples over- 
come by fatigue fell asleep. Bellini 
has handled the subject with a deli- 
cate and pious reverence. 

Jacop Bellini, the artist’s father, at- 
tained the distinction of being the best 
painter in all Venice in his day, and 
when Giovanni was old enough he 
was placed in his father’s studio to 
learn the trade. Biographers record 


that he developed slowly, yet, before 
he became of age, he could grasp the 
knowledge of design and execute bet- 
ter than his father. 

Old Jacop, looked up to and ad- 
mired, was proud of his own ability, 
and proud, too, was he of his son’s 
ability, but Giovanni was usurping the 
title long held by the old master, and 
no one likes to lose a title—not even 
a father. 

The father often sat and marveled 
at the ease with which Giovanni 
blended the refulgent colors on the 
canvas. In the son, he saw his mas- 
ter. He recognized the superiority of 
the work, so laying down his own 
palette and brush, he resolved never 
to paint again, and more, great as he 
was in his day, posterity knows of 
him, not for his ability, but because 


he was the father of Giovanni. 

Bellini allowed no painting to 
leave his studio until he could not im- 
prove upon it. Discovering a flaw in 
his technique, he would suspend com- 
missions until he mastered the weak- 
ness. His angels assume fine form— 
there is that divine, saintly look’ in 
their countenances that rivals the ones 
painted by Fra Angelico, and he never 
seems to exaggerate in expressing a 
feeling of pain or joy. 

In 1516, three years before 
Leonardo passed away, Bellini died, 
aged eighty-eight. All spoke words 
of praise for his character, and his 
many paintings, which still grace the 
walls of the art galleries and churches 
throughout the world, frem an undy- 
ing memorial to the name, Bellini 
(Copyright, 1926, for The Cpastitution), 
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WHAT the world-famous pink

Cruelty in Nature. 
I. 


PERPETUAL problem to the per- 
plexed mind of man is the pres- 
ence of the cruel aspects of nature. 


The larger part 
of animal creation 
are at ceaseless 
warfare im which 
the strong devour 
—_ he weak. 

In the water the 

2 ef marine animals 
feed upon one an- 
other. They are 
equipped for battle 
with their potson- 
ous stings and 
sharp lances. 

John -Stuart Mill 
is fierce in his ar- 
raignment of the 
cruelty of nature. 
He writes: “Killing, the most criminal 
act recognized by human law, Nature 
does once to every being that lives; 
and in a larger proportion of cases, 
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_ after protracted torture such as only 


> a 


turn against me. 


the monsters whom we read of ever 
urposely inflicted on their living fet- 
ow creatures.’’ ‘Mill contended that 
Nature seemed to have a_ grudge 
against man and treated him with in- 
discriminating spite. Huxley describes 
nature as ‘‘a vast gladiatorial body,”’ 
“a dismal cockpit.” 

Are we able to harmonize this 
Stern side of nature with a religious 


and spiritual interpretation of the 
world? 
Alfred Russel Wallace writes: ‘On 


the whole, then, we conclude that the 
popular idea of the struggle for ex- 
istence entailing misery and pain on 
the animal world is the very reverse 
of the truth. What it really brings 
about is the maximum of life and of 


= 


the enjoyment of life with the mini- 
mum of suffering and pain.”’ The ver- 
dict of Darwin was, ‘‘When we reflect 
on this struggle, we may console our- 
selves with the full belief that the war 
of nature is not incessant, that no fear 
is felt, that death is generally prompt, 
and that the vigorous, the healthy and 
the happy survive and. multiply.” 

It is doubtless true that the suffer- 
ing of the lower animal order ts ex- 
aggerated. We are prone to make 
a wholesale kind of estimate when the 
fact is that there is no such thing as 
a sum total of wretchedness. Even 
in the realm of the human there is 
no more suffering than the utmost 
suffering that any one person endures. 

But even with this explanation we 
can find no easy solution for the suf- 
fering that is in the world. Harry 
Emerson Fosdick writes: ‘Modern 
science has given terrific sweep and 
harrowing detail to Paul’s assertion, 
‘The whole creation groaneth and 
travaileth in pain together until now.’ 
Let one whose insight into misery’s 
meaning is quickened by even a little 
imagination try to sum up the agony 
cf drunkards’ homes, of bereaved 
families, of hospitals, insane asylums, 
jails and prisons, of war with its un- 
mentionable horrors, its blinded, deaf- 
ened, maddened, raped, and no small 
palliatives can solve his problem.” 

The traditional interpretation was 
to relieve God of all responsibility 
and attribute all suffering even in the 
animal world to man. But we now 
know that for millions of years before 
man lived, the earth consisted of ‘‘the 
dragons of the prime that tore each 
other in their slime.”” The lower 
creatures were in ceaseless struggle 
with teeth and talons, and there was 
the reign of terror and torture. 

Man was not responsible for that. 
Romaner raised the question:- ‘‘For 


cold that freezes God’s living crea- 
tures, for lightning that kills them, for 
volcanoés that burn them, for ty- 
phoons that crush them, is man fe- 
sponsible? ”’ 

Is it possible to -harmonize _ the 
power that destroys through forces of 
nature and arms the animals for the 
carnage oi conilict with the tender 
and® infinite love of a heavenly 
father ?

While the entire problem presented 
is not an easy one, yet there are some 
considerations which reheve the tense- 
ness of the problem.

Whatever measured questions may 
remain as to the universality and con- 
tinuity of pain, we do know that there 
has been the uniform and steady prog- 
ress towards higher and_more perfect 
forms of life. i 

An increase of happiness is better 
than a low order of pleasurable sen- 
sation. The joy of life has been in- 
creased by suffering. The poet sings: 
“Chords that vibrate sweetest pleas- 
ure thrill the deepest notes of woe.” 

We are told that the Perfect Man, 
“For the joy that was set before him, 


is better than 
Pope pertinently 
gravitation cease when 


involves of neces- 


er than 


endured the cross despising the 
Shame.”’ : 
Dr. Newman Sinyth says: ‘‘Com- 


paring any-later stage of the develop- 
ment of life with earlier stages of it, 
the gain is always on the side of hap- 
py sentiency. The true of life has its 
fairest blossoms at the top. The sing- 
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ing birds build their nests among the 
upper branches. Wider vistas of joy 
open ever as life ascends.” 

A world that is constituted for 
building and perfecting character is 
better than a world of ease and ig- 
norance. Character cannot be 
achieved except through pain and 
struggle and resistance and opposi- 
tion. To him that overcometh is 
given the crown of life. Struggle and 
adversity and antagonism are neces- 
Sary to produce patience and courage 
and sympathy. Fosdick writes again: 
“If now we really want a world in 
which character is the end and aim, 
and no other world is worth God’s 
making, we obvious!ty may not de- 
mand the abolition of adversity. If 
one imagines a life from its beginning 
lapped in ease and utterly ignorant 
what words like hardship, sorrow and 
calamity imply, he must imagine a life 
lacking every virtue that makes hu- 
man nature admirable. Character 
grows on struggle; without the over- 
coming of obstacles great quality in 
character is unthinkable. He who 
banishes hardship banishes hardihood; 
and out of the same door with calam- 
ity walk courage, fortitude, tri- 
umphant faith and sacrificial love. If 
we abolish the cross in the world we 
make impossible the Christian man. 
It becomes more clear, the more one 
ponders it, that while this is often a 
hard world in which to be happy, to 
men of insight and faith it may be 
great world in which to build char- 
acter.”’ 

With a true insight into the divine 
purpose we shall appreciate’ the 
sublimity of the words of Joyce Kil- 
mer, the war poet: 


“Thank God for the stress and pain 
of life, 
And, oh, thank God tor God.”
